Tbe Sptmub Unrest 

Anti-clcrical rioter* broke into the 
Catholic'club at V'alencia, Spain. Sun¬ 
day. June 19. and demoli-hed the far- 
tiitore. Demonstration- aUo occarred 
ill other quarters. Since Sunday, 
June IJ, when a crowd of Republicaus 
were attacked by group* of Catholict 
while leaving an anti-cUrical meeting 
and were fired up<»n from the Carli-*t 
club, there have been many clashes 
between the two faction*. It is re¬ 
ported that the government of Spain 
'will compel the Vatican to back down 
from the fFOioiiiou it has taken with 
reference to the display of the insignia 
for public worship and other cere¬ 
monies of non-Catholtc rcligiou- *o- 
isicties. 

A Madrid di-palch -»ay* that Pre¬ 
mier Canaleia» declar'd that if the ne¬ 
gotiations l^twfen the Spanish gov¬ 
ernment and ‘he Vatican <Acr the re¬ 
vision of the oncordat were broken 
off Rome would be rci^-nsible. He 
xaid: **The full text of the Vatican- 
reply has not been received yet. but we 
know from the telegraphic summary 
.that it does not constitute a revprmae 
to our note, but is confined exclusive¬ 
ly to a protest again-t the imperial 
decree of* June 11 and i*. therefore an 
invasion of the state's sovereignty 
which is not tolerable. The church 
accuses us of attack up<»n the Cath¬ 
olic religion. We are simply defend 
ing the sovereignty of the stale." Pre¬ 
mier Canalejas added that if the Cath¬ 
olics persisted in their threats of a 
civil wai he would have recourse to 
the courts. A dubious element in the 
situation is the attitude of King Al¬ 
fonso. upon whom great influence is
